A NEW SUPPLY,

Terrible Tragedy In Virginia.

A correspondent of the  Richmond Dis- |
patch, writing from Buckingham Court !
House, Va., Sept. 6th, gives the following
particulars of the territle tragedy which
recently occurred there:

The most thrilling and melancholy affair
took place here on the 1st iustant, that
has shocked the feelings of our citizens
since the close of the war. The causes
and results are as follows :

About three weeks ago, or more, Mr.
Anthony Walton, a wealthy mill owner of
this town, arosc carly in the morning with
the alleged intention of visiting his mill |
and plantation, but suddenly changing his |
route returned to the louse. There hel
found Mr. Jumes Leach (a young lawyoer
who makes Mr. Walton’s house his home
during the sessions ol court) in the room
with his wife. Their position relative to
cach other was such s to excite suspicion
on the part of the hu band, who at ones
ordered Mr. Leach out of the house, and
forced the execution of his mandate at the
point of the revolver; aiter which he culled
for the carriage, and patting wadam in,
sent her to her mother. Nothing further
of intercst transpired in the ease except
that a bill of divorce was filed by Mr
Walton, until last Saturday, when Leach
again ro le into town.

After strolling about the villaze for
some time, he met Anderson Walton, a
son of Anthony by afirst wife. & nderson
reprouched Leach at once with the sean-
dul, which Leach denied with great cm.
phasis; whereupon Anderson shook his fist
in his face and exclaimed, *You lying
, youdid, for pa saw you,” utthe
same time putting his hand under his coat.
“So you will shoot me, will you?” yelled
Leach, and drawing his six shooter, he
fired, and young Walton fell, pierced
through the lungs, the bleod gushing from
his mouth and nostrils. Just then Mr,
Walton, the elder, rushed up and fired
three shots from his pistol directly at
Leach, but missing him entirely, slightly
wounded Captain A, T. Mosely and a ne
gro. Once more Leaeh fired, and the ¢l
der Walton luy ou the sward a corpse The
ball entered just above his heart, severing
the wumin arteries and causing iustant
death,

Anderson lingered until Monday even-
inz about 2 J'clock, when as they were
closing the grave over ull that was mortal
of his father, his soul joined Lim in the
spirit world, But the tale of death does
uot end here. The Rev. James 11, C.
Leach, D D, a hizhly respected Presby
teriun minister, died soon after hearing of
the bloody drama in which his son bad
acted so prowinent a part; pussibly in con
sequence, though as to this no one can do
ought but eonjecture,

Mrs. Walton was one of the wives of
Hobert, the wronaut, whose ears were cut
off in Louisville, Ky., for bigamy. Soon
after their marriage he ran off with her
money, leaving her destitute; though legal
ly free—for he had two wives living when
he married her—Mr, Waltun beeame so
enamored with the benutitul widow  that
Lie bought her wedding elothies, and L
ished on her every luxury that wealth
could procure, until the recent affuir whicl:
led to the donble homicide,

Accldent at Niagara Falls.

The fcllowing details of the sad acei-
dent which cccurred at Niazara Falls on
Wednesday last, brief allusion to which
was made a few duys since, are received by
mail :

It seems that on the afternoon of Wed-
nesday last, Mr. Cooper, the postmnster at
Chippewa, on the Cunada side, two miles
above the Pulls, started with Frank Leutze,
a lerryman, to eross the river in o small
boat. Usually the course is to pull about
two miles up the river befors sttempting

to eross, but on this occasion the unfortu- |

nate men secmed to have imagined  that
the heavy wind blowing un stream woull
counteract the foree of the eurrent, and
consequently attempted to eross in a direet
line.  When near the centre of the stream,
the folly of the hazardous fout became ap-
parent to the cccupauts of the boat, who,
despite the effort of the carsman to stem
the swilt current, soon found themselves
gliding swiltly to the thundering  eataract
below.  Still the terror stricken boatman
plied his ours with frantic coergy, while
his companion, rushing (rom side to side
of the boat and wildly sesticulating, pite

ously appealed for assistance tfrom those on
shore, but whicl, of course, these horror-
stricken observers were unable to render.
As the boat drew nearer and newrer the
wighty cataruct, the velocity with which
